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AUTOMATED  RETRIEVAL  SERVICES 
FOR  USDA  FIELD  PERSONNEL 

This  service  is  a one  year  cooperative  program  of 
the  National  Agricultural  Library  and  seven  land-grant 
institution  libraries:  University  of  California,  Davis 
and  Riverside  Campuses,  Colorado  State  University, 
University  of  Florida,  Utah  State  University, 
Washington  State  University,  University  of  Wisconsin, 
Madison. 

The  project  will  provide  online  bibliographic 
searching  and  alerting  to  USDA  field  personnel  in 
six  states  who  have  previously  been  without  easy 
access  to  these  services.  Several  goals  are 
envisioned: 

1.  Test  the  need  for  literature  current  awareness 
by  field  organizational  units  of  the  USDA 
which  have  not  been  heavy  literature  users. 

2.  Test  the  need  for  online,  retrospective 
searching  for  this  group. 

3.  Gather  cost-benefit  and  behavioral  data  to  aid 

in  determining  the  impact,  value  and  implications 
for  continuance,  extension  or  discontinuance. 

Field  personnel  in  four  Service  Agencies  will  be 
instructed  on  the  value  and  arrangement  for  the 
service  by  a cooperating  land-grant  library  in  their 
state,  which  will  provide  seminars  or  instruction, 
receive  requests  and  provide  the  requested  bibli- 
ographic service.  This  service  will  be  limited  to  the 
following  USDA  agencies:  Agriculture  Marketing 
Service  (AMS),  Agricultural  Stabilization  and 
Conservation  Service  (ASCS),  Animal  and  Plant 
Health  Inspection  Service  (APHIS),  and  Soil 
Conservation  Service  (SCS).

DISPLAY  ON  MEMORY  SYSTEM  APPLICATIONS 

Developing  the  theme  of  “Memory  Systems  as  Prods 
to  the  Creative  Imagination”  in  a 64-square-foot 
display  at  the  Special  Libraries  Association  annual 
conference  in  Denver,  June  5 - 9,  1976, 

Robert  L.  Birch,  of  the  D.C.  Branch  of  the 
National  Agricultural  Library,  presented  a series 
of  panels  illustrating  various  ways  in  which  a 
reference  librarian  can  make  use  of  the  traditional 
memory  aid  system. 

The  system  associates  consonants,  numbers,  and 
colors,  so  that  pictures  carried  in  the  mind  can  be 
decoded  mentally  to  recall  numbers  or  facts, 
words  or  color  patterns. 

Birch’s  article  on  the  subject  is  scheduled  to 
appear  in  the  Encyclopedia  Americana  in  early 
1977. 

One  of  the  display  panels  outlined  the  system, 
including  sample  pictures  such  as  the  green  and 
white  alp,  used  to  recall  number  59,  since  5 stands 
for  the  letter  L and  for  green,  and  9 stands  for  p, 
b,  and  the  color  white.  Other  panels  illustrated 
the  application  of  the  system  to  the  learning  of 
the  Dewey  Decimal  Classification  system,  the 
major  cities  on  the  Interstate  Highway  System, 
the  periodic  table  of  the  elements,  and  a 
color-coded  prime  number  grid  by  which  primes 
and  common  multiples  can  be  associated  with 
the  intersection  points  of  families  of  color-coded 
lines. 

In  times  of  proliferating  “poof-readers  errors” 
the  importance  of  accurate  use  of  the  human 
computer  can  be  brought  to  its  proper  focus 
along  with  other  tools  of  information  processing.

CATALOGING  NORMS 

Hans  H.  Weber  (University  of  Houston)  presided 
as  temporary  chairman  over  the  organizational 
meeting  of  the  Discussion  Group  on  Cataloging 
Norms  held  on  July  19.  Norms  of  interest  were 
defined  as  quantitative  and  qualitative  requirements 
used  for  evaluation  of  work.  The  group  voted  to 
restrict  its  scope  to  cataloging  activities  and  to 
petition  for  affiliation  with  the  Cataloging  and 
Classification  Section  of  the  Resources  and 
Technical  Services  Division.  Membership  will  be 
open  to  head  catalogers,  or  technical  services 
directors,  of  medium-to-large  research  libraries. 

Discussion  brought  out  the  need  to  define  the 
different  kinds  of  cataloging  to  be  measured,  such 
as  monographic,  serial,  descriptive,  and  subject. 
Several  heads  of  cataloging  units  agreed  to  make 
presentations  at  the  next  meeting  on  statistics  and 
production  studies  conducted  in  their  institutions. 

Elizabeth  Ann  Lange  (University  of  Minnesota) 
was  elected  vice  chairman  and  chairman-elect.

There  was  some  discussion  of  the  serial  records  of 
the  Pittsburgh  Regional  Library  Center  which  had 
been  added  to  the  OCLC  data  base.  A Pittsburgh 
observer  attending  the  meeting  explained  that 
machine  conversion  of  the  records  had  degraded 
the  quality  of  the  cataloging;  efforts  are  under 
way  to  find  a means  of  upgrading  the  records. 

OCLC  participation  in  general  was  also  discussed, 
but  no  determination  was  made  with  regard  to 
forming  an  OCLC  users’  subgroup. 

The  discussion  group  may  hold  part  of  its  mid- 
winter meeting  at  Library  of  Congress,  but  final 
plans  were  not  made.

DEMONSTRATION  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 
OF  CHICAGO  LIBRARY  DATA 
MANAGEMENT  SYSTEM 

A demonstration  of  the  University  of  Chicago 
Library  Data  Management  System  took  place 
on  19  July  at  the  Joseph  Regenstein  Library  of 
the  University.  Two  systems  were  demonstrated, 

(1)  the  Library  Bibliographic  Data  Base/Technical 
Processing  System  and  (2)  the  Pilot  Circulation 
System. 

The  Bibliographic  Data  Base  contains  two 
separate  on-line  files:  the  LC  MARC  Active 
file,  with  the  most  recent  10—25  weeks  of  records 
from  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  the  Bibliographic 
Item  File,  with  records  for  items  on-order, 
in-process,  or  cataloged  since  1973.  Off-line  the 
Library  maintains  other  LC-MARC  records  and 


other  records  for  items  cataloged  since  1968. 

Access  is  provided  to  the  Data  Base  by  such 
specific  attributes  as  ISSN,  ISBN,  LC  card  number, 
and  such  generic  attributes  as  title  code,  author- 
title  code,  and  processing  status.  Demonstrations 
were  given  in  Acquisitions  of  citations  from 
LC-MARC  of  records  provided  for  selection,  of 
pre-order  searching,  order  input,  and  printing  of 
rush  orders;  in  Cataloging  of  updates  of  records  to 
cataloging  level  and  display  of  catalog  card  image 
for  verification.  Work  is  underway  to  establish 
a system  of  authority  control  and  a data  structure 
to  permit  multiple  institutions  to  maintain 
individual  machine  readable  catalogs  through  the 
system. 

The  demonstration  of  the  on-line,  real-time  Pilot 
Circulation  System  showed  the  creation  of  an 
identification  card  with  a photo  of  the  user  and 
with  bar-coding;  charging  and  discharging  of  books, 
also  with  bar -coding;  updating  and  querying  of 
patron  and  loan  files.  The  identification  card 
issued  by  the  Library  is  that  used  throughout  the 
whole  University.

The  Collection  Development  Committee  (CDC) 
of  the- Resources  Section  of  the  Resources  and 
Technical  Services  Division  (RTSD)  met  on 
July  19,  20  and  21.  Members  of  the  Committee

Official 
consultants  are:  John  Kaiser,  Pennsylvania  State 
University  Library;  Paul  Mosher,  Stanford 
University  Libraries;  Hans  Weber,  University  of 
California,  Riverside.  Other  unofficial  consultants 
include  George  Bonn,  Graduate  School  of  Library 
Science,  University  of  Illinois  at  Champaign-Urbana;

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The  Committee  first  discussed  the  five  guidelines 
on  which  it  has  been  working.  “Guidelines  for  the 
Formulation  of  Collection  Development  Policies” 
have  been  approved  by  the  Resources  Section  and 
will  go  to  the  RTSD  for  approval.  The  Committee 
proposes  to  publish  these  guidelines  in  LRTS,  if 
approved.  The  other  four  guidelines,  for  weeding, 
for  collection  evaluation,  for  budget  allocation, 
and  for  selection  tools,  are  all  in  draft  form  and 
will  be  issued  first  as  working  papers  to  attendees 
of  the  ALA  Pre-Conference  in  June  1977.  General 
discussion  of  the  unfinished  guidelines  led  to  the 
conclusion  by  the  Committee  that  emphasis 
would  be  placed  on  “philosophical”  or  policy 
discussion  rather  than  on  detailed  procedures  or 
“how-to-do-it”  statements.  Additional  drafts  of 
the  four  guidelines  will  be  prepared  taking  into 
consideration  all  comments  and  variations 
presented. 

Most  of  the  meeting  time  was  spent  in  planning 
the  culmination  of  the  work  of  the  CDC,  an  ALA 
Pre-Conference  to  be  held  in  Detroit  in 
June  14  - 16,  1977.  Plans  call  for  registration  of 
about  300  participants  on  Tuesday  evening, 

June  14.  On  the  following  two  days  papers  will 
be  presented  on  the  five  topics  of  the  Guidelines 
which  the  CDC  is  preparing.  Workshops  and 
discussions  will  take  place  on  each  topic.  With  the 
feedback  from  this  Pre-Conference  the  Committee 
will  prepare  the  final  version  of  the  guidelines.

SEMINARS 

Each  university  library  will  run  from  two  to  four 
seminars  in  the  summer  and  early  fall  to  introduce 
the  service  in  locations  that  will  permit  as  many  as 
possible  of  interested  personnel  to  attend.  The 
first  seminar  was  held  in  July  in  Gainesville, 
Florida,  for  SCS  personnel. 

Seminars  are  expected  to  cover  the  following: 

1 . advantages  of  machine  readable  data  files 
(especially  the  use  of  logical  operators  to 
delimit  topics); 

2.  difference  between  current  awareness  service 
and  retrospective; 

3.  the  coverage  and  limitations  of -the  data 
bases  emphasizing  those  most  relevant  to 
the  attendees;  the  document  does  NOT 
list  all  commercial  data  files  available 
although  land-grants  should  use  any  they 
need. 

4.  Regional  Document  Delivery  System,  how 
it  works  and  may  be  used. 

5.  SDI  (Selective  Dissemination  of  Information) 
from  a variety  of  services  and  online 
retrospective  via  land-grant  terminals. 

Special  access  to  EPA  (Environmental  Protection 
Agency)  services  and  ERDA  (Energy  Research 
and  Development  Agency)  data  bases  will  be 
available. 

The  cost  of  the  program  is  estimated  at  $21,300. 
The  estimated  population  to  be  served  is  550 
USDA  employees.

Certain  types  of  material  are  indexed  but  not 
published  in  the  Bibliography  of  Agriculture.  Articles 
from  serials  or  monographs  are  entered  on  the  tape 
as  document  type  code  O and  all  type  O items  are 
selected  for  publication  in  the  Bibliography  of 
Agriculture.  But,  items  treated  as  monographs  by 
Indexing  Section  (entered  as  document  type 
code  1)  are  available  only  on  tape.  These  are 
unnumbered  series  in  which  the  title  of  the  series 
differs  from  the  title  of  the  piece  only  by  the  date 
of  the  individual  item.  The  original  cataloging 
entry  will  be  available  on  the  tape  under  document 
type  code  2 (series  or  serial)  if  the  cataloging  was 
done  in  1970  or  later.  Publications  treated  as 
monographs  by  Indexing  Section  are  yearbooks, 
directories,  proceedings  of  annual  meetings, 
annual  reports  of  societies,  government 
organizations,  industrial  organizations,  etc.  Much 
valuable  material  is  found  here  such  as  statistics, 
information  on  organizations,  summaries  of 
papers  presented  at  meetings,  lists  of  businesses, 
and  other  organizations,  etc.  Some  annual  reports 
are  part  of  a numbered  series,  such  as  a state 
experiment  station  bulletin,  or  include  signed

Celeste  Huecker  reported  that  she  met  with  J.  Paul  Bolduc  and  dis- 
cussed problems  with  the  Affirmative  Action  Plans  of  the  Department 
specifically  the  problem  of  hiring  minority  people  because  of  the 
structure  of  the  register. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  EEO  COUNSELORS 
No  report  given. 

REPORT  OF  THE  EEO  CHAIRMAN 

Two  memoranda  by  Dr.  Farley  were  read.  The  first,  to  Shirley  Elliott, 
concerned  the  USDA's  Women’s  Action  Taskforce  Leadership  Development 
Program.  (Dr.  Farley  declined  to  nominate  a participant  due  to  the 
too  short  notice).  The  second  was  to  the  EEO  Committee,  dated  7-29-76, 
concerning  the  committee's  review  of  NAL’s  Narrative  Progress  Report. 
Dr.  Farley  acknowledged  receipt  of  the  report  and  stated  that  copies 
were  given  to  the  Executive  Group  for  review  and  discussion.  His 
comments  would  be  forthcoming,  after  advice  from  the  Executive  Group. 

Two  handouts  concerning  minority  employment  entitled  ’’CSC  News"  were 
circulated  to  the  members. 

NEW  BUSINESS  : ' t 

David  Hoyt  reported  that  he  was  unable  to  find  a secretary  for  the 
committee.  The  committee  agreed  to  take  turns  keeping  the  minutes 
until  one  could  be  found. 

The  committee  agreed  to  send  flowers  and  a card  to  Katherine  Daley, 
the  EEO  Coordinator. 

Celeste  Huecker  suggested  that  personnel  activities  and  EEO  Coordinator 
activities  be  kept  separate  due  to  the  potentially  conflicting  nature 
of  the  two.  Some  discussion  took  place,  but  as  a formal  motion  was 
not  made,  the  committee  took  no  action  on  the  issue. 

-Celeste  Huecker  suggested  that  there  was  a need  for  an  interim  EEO 
Coordinator  to  act  in  Mrs.  Daley's  absence.  A motion  was  not  made  and 
the  committee  took  no  action. 

The  committee  expressed  general  agreement  concerning  its  willingness 
to  help  Dr.  Farley  with  EEO  activities,  and  instructed  the  Chairman  to 
convey  its  sentiments  to  the  Director.  The  topic  centered  specifically 
around  the  question  of  what  more  the  committee  could  be  doing  to  help.

A general  discussion  took  place  concerning  the  question  of  employees' 
perceptions  of  EEO.  It  was  said  that  considerable  fear  existed  within 
the  library,  that  employees  were  afraid  to  come  forward  with  problems 
because  of  potential  reprisals.  Some  said  that  even  obtaining  time- 
off  from  work  to  attend  the  EEO  meetings  as  a difficult  matter.  Some 
expressed  doubt  that  the  committee  was  doing  anything  useful;  or  that 
employees  viewed  it  as  anything  but  a token  committee.  The  question 
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of  whether  or  not  the  meetings  were  even  open  to  the  employees  was 
raised,  (and  answered  in  the  affirmative)  . It  was  suggested  that 
Dr.  Farley  write  a letter  reaffirming  his  belief  in  EEO.  The  Chairman 
indicated  that  he  would  talk  to  Dr.  Farley  on  these  matters.
